administration and in general his family has 
not been the kind to hide behind the skirts 
of anyone. 
Fish, however, has assu med a thin- 
skinned attitu de of late w henever anyone p rac­ 
tised the right of comm ent regarding his m u lti­ 
tu dinou s and interesting activities.

In the end this loyalty toward 
the congressional chosen may have tragic conse­ 
qu ences to ou r democratic system. 
In G erm any, the p eop le did not get a dic­ 
tator u ntil after they had lost confidence in 
their Reichstag. 
And France did not fall until 
after the French p eop le had become sick and 
disgu sted with their C ham ber of Dep uties.

Home-seekers are buying, 
not 
individu al 
homes for themselves, bu t equ ity shares in the 
whole commu nity of Au du bon Park, New J e r ­ 
sey. 
It's a new p lan devised chiefly by Col. L a w ­ 
rence Westbrook of the Federal Works A dm in­ 
istration. sp onsored by the federal government, 
and I’eady for ap p lication to eight other sim ­ 
ilar p rojects. The bu yer makes monthly p ay­ 
ments of from $24 to $36 
a 
month 
and 
this 
money goes not toward bu ying the house he 
lives in, bu t into a general fu nd for amortiza­ 
tion of a $1,500,000 mortgage on the whole ccm- 
mu nity. When the mortgage is p aid 
up , 
each 
holder vvill own not a house of his 
own, 
bu t 
p aid-u p ownership shares in the commu nity. 
How this new p lan will work, time alone 
will tell. It could conceivably revolu tionize real 
estate p ractice. It is one of the new ways of 
doing things which are going to be tried out in 
increasing nu m bers in coming years, for better 
or worse.
